(Currently amended) An apparatus for reducing requirements for 
transmitting image data representing a plurality of pixels defining an image, the image 
data being transmitted in a data stream and being in a predetermined order of pixel 
components, comprising:

location in the image for each pixel component in the data stream; and 

a transforming module to transform the image data as it is received by creating 
second image data representing a plurality of second image pixels, and determining if 
an attribute of a second image pixel is defined by one of the pixel components, wherein 
the second image data is created by transforming the first image data as it is received 
by selectively storing some of the pixel components in a memory for access by a display

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defined by the pixel component, and discarding other of the pixel components 
s e l e ct i v e ly storing som e p i x el compon e nts of th e data str e am i n a m e mory and 
discarding oth e r p i xel components of th e data str e am.

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 7-9), filed 9/7/2007, with respect to 
claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 9-14, 17-25, and 31-35 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 9-14, 17-25, and 31-35 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 9-14, 17-25, and 31-35 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* The claims have been amended to include allowable subject matters; 

* The present invention provides a new method, apparatus, and computer 
readable medium capable of reducing the an amount of memory bandwidth required to 
transmit image data to a display device (specification, page 2, lines 18-24). 

Particularly, the new method, apparatus and computer readable medium 
comprise the following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination 
does not teach: 

- determining if an attribute... discarding other of the pixel components (see 
independent claim 1); 
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- a transforming module to transform... discarding other of the pixel components 
(see independent claim 12); 

- determining if an attribute... without the pixel component (see independent 
claim 24).
